Dear Sir: 


In connection with the engagement of 
Mr Bott to do my lecture work during the approaching 
session, I thought it might be well to let you have a 
copy of the agreement which was adopted by the Committee 
with regard to the payment of Mr Bott. The paragraph 
dealing with the matter is as follows:- 


"It is understood that Dr Abbott obtain a man 
"to take his place as Lecturer in the University, thus 
"releasing himself from that work to enable him to give 
"the more time to the work of the Committee, and after 
"the lst October Dr Abbott is to be paid at the rate of 
"$200 per month, out of which he is to pay for the ser- 
"vices of the Lecturer to take his place. It is under- 
"stood that the Committee will have the right to dispense 
"with Dr Abbott's services at any time without liability 
"for remuneration after his services have ceased, but 
"that in any event the Committee will protect Dr Abbott 
"for the amount he has to pay for his substitute as a 
"Lecturer in the University." 


You will notice that the Committee has 
arranged to pay Mr Bott no matter what may happen with 
regard to the Committee's work. I should like to make 
Some arrangement with the University whereby it will appear 
that Mr Bott has the status of a Lecturer and is receiving 
$1,200.
